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Controls on Flour, 


Bakery Goods Due 


to Be Ended Soon 


Move May Come Today or 


Tomorrow; GM Re- 


quests Pending 


Washington, 
Oct. 21.— (AP)— 


Both OPA and Agriculture depart- 
ment officials indicated today that 
price controls would drop 
from 


flour, bread and other baked goods 
this week, possibly today or to- 
morrow. 


An OPA spokesman said there 


has been some discussion of decon- 
trolling bread, rolls 
and 
other 


baked goods while temporarily re- 
taining ceilings on flour and other 
miller's products. 


"OPA has opposed this as in- 


consistent," the agency spokesman 
said. "We informed the Agricul- 
ture department that if controls 
are to be lifted in bread and baked 
goods, they also should be lifted 
at the miller level upon flour." 


This official pointed out that 


controls had ben removed from all 
fats and oils, including shortening, 
which are a big share of bakers 
costs. 


Today Is Deadline 


Today was the deadline for ac- 


tion by the Agriculture depart- 
ment upon a 
decontrol petition 


from the bake goods industry. 


Agriculture previously had de- 


nied a decontrol request by millers 
but the industry renewed its pe- 
tition and a public hearing was 
conducted last week. 


Freeing of flour, 
bread 
and 


other goods from price ceilings 
would reduce OPA controls to a 
small share of the average fam- 
ily's food. Cereals make up about 
13 per cent of the average family 
budget and about 80 per cent of 
the food budget had been freed 
from price lids previously. 


On the automobile front, where 


four industry-wide increases in the 
last year have boosted ceilings 
roughly 22 per cent above 1942 
prices, the OPA official told a re- 
porter:

month, the clashing views were 
just as puzzling.

Steelman touched off the latest 
flurry oy announcing in

that: 


1. Truman's 5900,000,000 limit 


on .federal public works projects 
during the fiscal year ending June 
30 is being discarded. 


2. Fourteen agencies "will be al- 


lowed to spend an extra 5600.000 
,000 on such work, bringing their 
total for the year to $1.200,000,000. 


3. The programs of another three 


agencies still are being reviewed 
and increases may be announced 
later this week. 


The $900.000,000 public works 


ceilings was one of the items Tru- 
man set forth in outlining a pro- 
jected 52,300,000,000 economy pro- 
gram in August. 


Big Deficit Forecast 


Noting Steelman's Saturday pro-

is concerned exclusively with fis- 
cal matter-j. said that seemed to 
clinch it: The budget not only is 
very unlikely to be in balance when

radio speech of Senator Vanden- 
berg (R-Mich) 
emphasizing the 


"bipartisan" nature of American 
foreign policy and with President 
Truman's commendation of his 
own address setting forth specific 
points of that policy. 


While^the White House was sil- 


ent on the field Truman will cover 
wheYi he speaks at the 
opening 


session of the United Nations gen- 
eral assembly in New York on 
Wednesday, officials in a position 
to know said the chief executive, 
like Vandenberg, will stress 
a 


number of the points made by 
Byrnes. 


In particular, these officials said 


they expect Truman to deplore the 
fear and suspicion which have 
hampered inter-allied attempts to 
create a "climate" for peace in 
Europe, and the talk of the in- 
evitability of another war. 


The president, they said, will 


emphasize the necessity of achiev- 
ing "freedom from fear." And he 
may, they add, make some pointed, 
if indirect, references to what the 
American government regards as 
Russian "war of nerves" tactics 
t o w a r d 
countries 
supporting 


American and British objectives 
on peace-making issues. 


Byrnes' Desk Piled

He was killed 
Sunday when he failed to follow 
orders to proceed to Russian head- 
quarters after a Russian major 
and a military policeman had 
halted him and his companions on 


a picture-taking jeep ride, 
two 


American women and a German 
chauffer. 


An official report of the'incident 


from Russian headquarters was 
expected tomorrow. 


CID agents said the two women 


told them Flory was shot after 
two Russian policemen came upon 
them taking pictures of some land- 
marks 
in 
the 
neighborhood of 


Unter Den Linden. 


The agents said their informa- 


tion was that the Russians ordered 
Flory to follow their police car 
to headquarters; that Flory had 
turned off at an intersection and 
attempted to get away. They said 
the jeep eluded the Russians, but 
the driver then lost his directions 
and apparently doubled back and 
again came upon the Russian po- 
lice. 


The women were not injured.

Quit Beachhead 


After Interview 


Albany, N. T., Oct. 21.—(AP) — 


A dramatic 23-hour seizure of the 
New York state senate chamber 
by more than 70 World War 2 vet- 
erans was at an end today with 
the assurance of Governor Thomas 
E. Dewey that "we are doing ev- 
erything we know how" to allevi- 
ate the housing shortage. 


Dewey met -with the tired and 


hungry ex-servicemen for 40 min- 
utes yesterday in his executive 
offices. 
f 


After hearing Dewey, the group 


returned to the senate chamber, 
decided to form a permanent or- 
ganization, issued a statement that 
they would "work to 
defeat 
the 


governor in the Nov. 5 election and 
ended their sitdown. 


The veterans left the capitol in 


a defiant mood, 
threatening 
to 


carry their demands for an §800,- 
000,000 
housing 
program 
into 


every section of the state. 


They were among 900 veterans 


mostly from Nexv York City, who 
with 2,000 members of two New 
York City CIO locals, marched on 
the capitol Saturday. 


The veterans group, originally 


numbering 
75, 
eluded 
capitol 


guards Saturdav afternoon, took 
possession of the senate chamber 
at 2 p. m. and went into a "mock 
senate" session, vowing to remain 
until Dewey called a special ses- 
sion of the legislature to act on 
the housing shortage. 


Food Big Problem 


The ex-servicemen immediately 


faced a problem of getting food 
because capitol guards and state 
police barred all doors. Two who 
went for food were prevented from 
returning. The only woman in the 
group. Miss June Lostar of Brook- 
lyn, former WAC, was excused 
Saturday night. 


The veterans passed the night 


dozing in the red leather swivel 
chairs at senatorial desks or sleep- 
ing in the senate ante-chambers 
between bursts of 
oratory 
and 


singing. 


Dewey agreed to see the veter- 


ans Sunday morning. 


He told them that New York 


state had completed more housing 
than any of the other 47 states 
and had outbuilt the federal gov- 
ernment. 


Dewey said the federal govern- 


ment had "seen fit" to "seize and 
divert'1 scarce housing materials to 
federal projects.

Pilot Strike Ends 


All Transatlantic, 
US Flights of TWA 


Estimated 
3,000 Plane 


Passengers Stranded 


Throughout Nation 


Washington, Oct. 21.—(AP) — 


A strike by pilots—first of its 
kind in 
commercial 
aviation— 


halted all flights today by Trans 
World Airlines planes in the Unit- 
ed States and across the Atlantic. 


The surprise walkout grew out 


of 
a months-long 
dispute over 


higher wages for the company's 
1,400 
pilots and co-pilots. Esti- 


mates of current earnings varied. 
Strike leaders calculated pay at 
57,600 to $9-100 yearly whereas 
the airlines negotiating committee 
said it ranged up to 512.598 an- 
nually under a complicated formu- 
la. 


Shortly after the strike began 


at 3:59 a. m. (CST). the company 
cancelled more than 90 scheduled 
flights for a 24-hour period and 
announced the cancellation will be 
extended each 
day unless 
the 


strike ends. 


3,000 Stranded 


The company estimated that 


3,000 passengers booked on ground- 
ed planes were stranded or shunt- 
ed to trains and other airlines. 
Approximately 25 tons of mail 
likewise 
was 
shifted 
to 
other 


transportation. 


Among 
those 
grounded — at 


least temporarily—was the Indian 
delegation to the United Nations 
assembly. TWA reported it was 
making efforts to get them aboard 
other planes from Shannon, Erie, 
to New York. 


TWA, 
the nation's fourth larg- 


est air-carrier, was the only air- 
line hit by the strike which David 
L. Behncke, head of the AFL air- 
line Pilots association, described 
as a "last( recourse" in the pro- 
longed wage dispute. 


Shops Ticketed 


Picket lines appeared at the 


company's shops and administra- 
tion building in Kansas City but 
there \vas no similar action in oth- 
er cities. 


TWA flies over 28.700 miles 


of routes—from coast to coast in 
this country, and to Ireland, Paris- 
Geneva, Lisbon, *Rome, Athens, 
Cairo and many other world capi- 
tals. 


The Civil Aeronautics Board, 


governing agency for aviation, met 
in Washington, but a CAB official 
told reporters he knew of no ac- 
tion in prospect. 


The strike got under way at
